ALABAMA STUDENTS 
USE 'STRONG STUFF' 
IN VIOLENT REACTION 

A decision that "We Love Lucy" by the University of Manitoba 
has received a violent reaction from University of Alabama students, 
according to dispatches from Winnipeg received here last night ' 
There was a reported flood of letters from Alabama students 
generally criticizing Manitoba's stand on the racial problem involving 
Negro student Autherine Lucy, at Alabama. 

•Labelled "strong stuff" by the Manitobans, the letters were a reply 
to a telegram sent Feb. 9 by tho Manitoba Students Union protesting 
the txvatment accorded Miss Lucy. Contents of the letters are duo to be 
released Friday in the student newspaper, The Manitoban, 

They were described as "stinging attacks on our univcreiy and 
Canadians as n whole," and "quit© bitter." 

It is understood that Manitoba university officials frowned 
upon the action by the Student Union, which protested "the bigoted 
and uncivilized treatment given Autherine Lucy by the University 
of Alabama," and commended her for her "fight for equality and 
human rights." 

Julius Koteles, Student Union president elect, who returned from 
a national debating tournament in Ottawa, said he would be inclined 
to not interfere with the policies of another university.

The first speaker of the affir- 
mative, Jim Lotz, M.A1., said 
ho spoko for the government of 
Canada. He suggested a redistri- 
bution of tho , population stating 
that "because the Indians were 
God's "frozen people", our coun- 
try would greatly prosper. 

Neville Linton, upholding the 
negative, stated that it would bo 
unfair to give Canada back to 
the Indians as the Eskimos were 
here first. 
Tho second affirmative speaker, 



Herman Gelber, showed that Ca- 
nada cannot possibly, survive with- 
out the Indians, mentioning many 
of their living habits 

Tho final speaker, Michael Be- 
ousang, quoting from Kipling's 
"east is -east . . . » stipulated 
that since the Indians came from 
the cast they should go back , to 
the east He went on to say that 
they would hinder communications 
with their smoke signals, and dan- 
druff removers with their scalp 
removers 

Lcn Max, chairman, asked the 
House to vote on this question 
Tho result was a draw.

3 CHOICES AVAILABLE 
IN LUCY REFERENDUM 

The referendum vote on the Autherine Lucy issue will be token 
tomorrow, and makes three choices available: 

(1) Do you approve the Student's Executive Council writing a 
letter of encouragement to Miss Autherine Lucy of the University of 
Alabama? 

(2) Do you approve of offering her a scholarship at McGill Uni- 
versity from Student Society funds if she is forced to abandon her 
struggle at Alabama ? 

(3) Do you approve of providing a scholarship at McGill for some 
other victim of racial prejudice from the southern. US in tho event 
that Miss Lucy does not attend Mc Gill on a scholarship? 

A person can vote either yes or 
no on any one issue. Voting on one 
issue has no effect on any of the 
other issues. 

This is the first time that a re- 
ferendum vote has ever been taken 
at McGill. The referendum clause 
in the constitution was passed last 
year by, the Students' Society. Any 
change in the constitution has to 
also be approved by the Senate. 
Tho Senate would not approve the 
clause until the number of students 
required to pass the referendum 
was changed from 300 students to 
20 per cent of tho student body. 
This change was made at a recent 
Students' Society meeting. 



How Procedure Works 

Now that all tho technicalities 
have been cleared, it is posiblo to 
use this procedure and this is how 
it works. A referendum canont be 
taken on any issue at all until a 
Students' Society meeting has first 
been called to discuss the issue. 

If there is no quorum at this 
meeting or the quorum is lost, and 
the SEC thinks the issue important 
enough, it calls a referendum vote. 
If the SEC does not consider the 
matter important enough, tho is- 
sue is just dropped. 

Any decision taken <by a referen- 
dum is just as binding as a mo- 
tion passed at a 'Student Society 
meeting. 

If anyone wanted to adopt an- 
other course of action instead of 
tho one now being taken, a peti- 
tion with 250 names would have to 
be submitted to the President of 
tho Students' Society asking that a 
meeting of tho "Society bo called.

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When I first came to McGlll, I 
was very much pleased with the 
system of having Students' Society 
meetings to make the major déci- 
sions facing the students. Here, at 
last, was "pure democracy" of the 
type practised at "town meetings" 
(which I had often reud' about) 
complete with parliamentary pro- 
cedure. However, several incidents 
of the last few weeks together 
with some reflection have changed 
my opinion. I now feel some major 
improvements might be made upon 
the existing set-up. 

To begin with, it appears to me 
that having 300 students making 

undemocratic. A great many peo- 
ple simply cannot come because of 
lectures, labs and eating arrange- 
ments. Others find it inconvenient 
to come because they are not in 
the vicinity of the University at 
the time. Still others, I suppose the 
great majority, don't care enough 
to come. Yet the fàct remains that 
oven if all these .people could pre- 
sent themselves at a Students' 
Society meeting, not more than 
about 500 could take part because 
of lack of space. Thus, even under 
ideal conditions with the total era 
dicatlon of "student apathy" pure 
democracy couldn't take place. Mc 
Gill is simplo too big, and there 
Is something just a bit farcical 
about the emphasis on democracy 
when there is just a small frac- 
tion of the student body present 
at the meetings. 

Secondly It is usually 1:16 by 
the time a quorum is obtained 
and as the meeting Is expected 
to end at 1:55" this leaves 40 min 
utcs in which to conduct a meet 
ing. As wo have seen, this Is not 
enough to give everyone a chance 
to speak. If one Is not forutnate 
enough to be seated towards the 
front and recognizable to the 
chairman, all of the constructive 
suggestions ho might have for the 
meeting will bo lost Also, the

Docs ' 
it not perhaps Indicate a society 
which is wise enough and humble 
to recognize its own weaknesses, 
which are no more than thoso of 
human beings in general and U 
a consequence to provide means 
to protect its members from those 
who wish to take advantage 'of 
theso weaknesses? This censorship 
does not have as Its purpose the pro- 
tection of weaknesses, but the pro- 
tection of the weak. Since when 
is the protection of the weak and 
innocent an indication of weak- 
ness? I have always understood 
It as a great virtue.
